3cotch tape the box so it doesn't onen and put your name on the out-' 
side of the box so if the container breaks there is still som record 
as to where to send it. Make sure stamps, mailing address, return: 
address, 4th class marking is on the mailing package. Buying & stamp 
with your name and address can save a lot of time, I keep a notebook 
with the names of all my trading friends with a record of wants re- 
ceived and tapes sent and dates. This helps in case a tape gets lost 
and you have to tell the postman in tracing it when you sent it. also 
don't throw away their list of wants in case you have to refer to it 
again.
